The question of whether an 
ordinance prohibiting the open 
public outdoor consumption of 
alcoholic beverages 
might 
disallow 
som eone 
“ from 
drinking 
a 
beer 
in 
his 
backyard" led Salem City 
Council to a debate Wednesday 
night prior to passage of the 
legislation. 
The ordinance, which had its 
wording changed and amended 
before the vote was taken, adds 
to the city’s codified ordinances 
“ the 
prohibition 
for 
con­ 
sum ption 
of 
alcoholic 
beverages or possession of open 
alcoholic beverages containers 
on public property out of doors 
or on private property out of 
doors normally open to the 
public ...” 
P olice 
Chief 
Richard 
Whinnery. 
supporting 
its 
passage, said the measure was 
intended only to give police the 
power to arrest persons who 
are 
continually 
littering 
parking lots and sidewalks with 


bottles and cans. 
However, Councilman Paul 
Harrington, Jr. questioned the 
term, “private property.” He 
and Mayor Charles Alexander 
com m ented that som etim es 
backyards of homes are open to 
the public. 
C o u n c i l m a n 
P h i l i p 
Greenisen, who introduced the 
measure, pointed out that the 
wording is intended to apply 
only toward locations that are 
open to the public at any time. 
“The intent is not to restrict 
consum ption 
on 
private 
property.” he said 
Councilman Joyce S. Wilson 
noted that in some cases a yard 
sale or an auction on private 
property would be open to the 
public, iiesau l it then might be 
illegal for someone to bring a 
can of beer onto the premises. 
Chief W hinnery rem a rk ed 
that the ordinance “goes with 
your police department having 
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form as commander of the 
E g yptian navy. S adat p ro ­ 
claimed the waterway “com­ 
pletely cleared and purged of 
Israeli aggression following our 
glorious crossing of the canal 
Oct. 6,1973. 
“It is only natural that this 
Egyptian artery should contin­ 
ue to serve the prosperity of 
mankind and return to its role 
of linking the four corners of the 
world, 
promoting trade and 
harmony among people and na­ 
tions.” he declared. 
In two days of celebrations, 
the Egyptian leader will travel 
the length of the waterway link­ 
ing the Mediterranean and the 
Red Sea. 
After the celebrations, ship­ 
ping convoys will start moving 
through the 106-year-old canal. 
The first will have only seven 
ships, but the Egyptian govern­ 
ment is hopeful that eventually 
business w ill at least return to 
the 1967 level of 60 ships a day. 
Sadat was host to several 
hundred official guests for the 
celebration, including 14-year- 
old Crown Prince Reza Pahlevi 
of Iran, whose father, Shah Mo­ 
hammed Reza Pahlevi.

given Egypt more than a billion 
dollars since the October 1973 
war with Israel. 
Israel in an unexpected con­ 
ciliatory move this week pulled 
back half of its troops and tanks 
and all of its artillery and 
missiles on its desert front line 
12 miles east of the canal 
Sadat welcomed the Israeli 
move, but its unexpectedness 
was underlined W ednesday 
night by a Beirut broadcast in 
which he belligerently warned 
the Israelis that any blow at the 
canal or its cities would be met 
with a missile attack on Israel.

It 
is a sad day for America ” 
“It continues the veto tyran­ 
ny he (Ford) has over the 
House,” commented Rep.

The AFL-CTO set out to elect 
a \eto-proof Congress in 1974 
and some 
Democrats 
cam ­ 
paigned in 1974 for a party m a­ 
jority big enough to override

leaders 
claimed af ter the election that a 
veto-proof Congress had been 
achieved. 
Republicans, including Ford, 
Hive used the phrase to needle 
and sometimes to blame the 
D em ocratic-controlled Con 
gress. 


Until a death reduced their 
ranks by one. Democrats had 
exactly a two-to-one advantage 
in the House

The House's failure to over­ 
ride President Ford’s veto of an 
emergency jobs bill means a 
less costly Ford-supported 
measure will now be introduced 
in Congress. 
The House vote Wednesday 
was five votes short of the two- 
thirds needed to override the 
veto of the $5.3 billion measure. 
Ford’s program for emergency 
unemployment and summer 
jobs for youth will total about $2 
billion. 
Meanwhile. U.S. car sales 
were reported sharply up in 
May though still behind last 
year’s levels. And there were 
these other economic develop­ 
ments: 
—A new government report 
said that middlemen were not 
the villains behind the rise in 
food prices and that, in fact, 
there seem to be no villains to 
blame specilically tor food cost 
increases. 
—The price ot raw sugar was 
reported down enough 
that 
growers were talking about 
asking for government sub 
sidies, hut Agriculture Depart­ 
ment ofticiais said price sup­ 
ports were 
not 
being con­ 
sidered 
-The stock market was in­ 
decisive, with the Dow Jones 
industrial average off 6.8 at 
839.96 hut gainers outpacing 
losers 782 to *'»66 among 1,838 is 
sues traded on the New York 
Stock Exchange. Analysts said 
uncertainly over the potential 
size and strength ot the eco­ 
nomic recovery was one factor 
in the market s performance 
The vote on Ford s veto, 277 
to 145, was seen as a blow to the 
majority Democratic lead­ 
ership that pushed the measure 
as a means ot creating more 
than 500,ooo jobs. 
Ford had argued the bill’s jot) 
stimulus would come when the 
economy was already headed 
toward recovery He said the 
hill was inflationary, and l,al>or 
Secretary John T. Dunlop said 
the Ford hill to bt* intnxluced 
would provide $1.6 billion tor 
300,000 public service jobs 
through July 1976 and $412 mil 


lion for 760,000 summer youth 
jobs. 
In the auto industry, where 
163,291 of 712.000 hourly work­ 
ers are still laid off amid the 
sales decline, sales in May pro­ 
vided analysts with some hope 
of improvement in the troubled 
industry. 
US.auto firms said car sales 
rose a strong 16 per cent over 
April, compared to a normal in­ 
crease of about 8 per cent in 
May of past years. 
Volume of sales was still the 
lowest for May in 14 years, 
however, and the month’s sales 
remained 21 per cent below a 
year ago 
Import sales were up 19 per 
cent over a year ago but 3 per 
rent below the previous month. 
Foreign cars had an 18.5 per 
cent share of the US. market, a 
record for May but below their 
21 per cent share in the first 
three months of 1975. 
Chry sler Corp. had the larg­ 
est decline from May 1974 with 
sales oft 31 per cent. Sales were 
down 19 per cent at General 
Motors Corp., 22 per cent at 
Ford Motor Co. and 9 per cent 
at American Motors Corp. 
But compared with April, 
Chrysler — with its revived re­ 
bate plan — showed sales up 41 
per cent. GM sales were up 16 
per cent, Ford up 9 per cent and 
AMC up 2 per cent. 
For the first five months ot 
the year, domestic car sales 
were 2 *42.215, of t 18.5 per cent 
from last year's weak levels.

One scientist has put the energy situation in 
erm s every weight-watcher can understand, 
even if they are a little mind-boggling. 
Last year, says Edward Olsen, curator of 
mineralogy' at Chicago’s Field Museum of 
Natural History. Americans used up more than 
18 quadrillion energy calories, chiefly derived 
from fossil fuels—petroleum, natural gas and 
coal 


T hat’s the figure 18 followed by 15 zeroes and 
was enough energy to boil away nine trillion 
galions of w ater. It represented 82 million 
calories for every man, woman and child in the 
country (and does not include the food calories 
they ate, which added up to another 160 
quadrillion calories) 


PERHAPS 
more im portant is the fact that 
energy dem ands have been rising about five per 
cent a year, which means that we will be using 36 
quadrillion energy calories by 1990 But even 
right now. the United States, with only six per 
cent of the world’s population, uses close to 30 
per cent of the world's present energy 


The last statistic is frequently cited with the 
strong hint that this level of energy consumption 
is not only inequitable but downright imm oral. 
But energy translates into work. Olsen points out 
in an article in the m useum ’s Bulletin, and 
although it is clear that Americans have been the 
first recipients of a better standard of living 
from this expenditure of energy, it is also clear 
that exported food surpluses and goods for ex­ 
poet have added to the m aterial lot of numerous 
nations throughout the world The “calories per 
person” figure for the United States does not 
give the whole story. 
If one adds the gross national products for all 
the nations of the world together, the U.S. share 
is approxim ately 30 per cent of the total. Thus 


using 30 per cent of the world’s energy, the 
United States produces food, goods and services 
in proportion. 
“ THE IMAGE of the great giant, lolling like a 
parasite, gulping the energy of the world to the 
detrim ent of all others, is far from accurate,’’ 
says Olsen. 
There is, at present, no absolute shortage of 
energy in the world, he says. Nevertheless, 
political and economic factors are acting to put 
stress on the consumption pattern of Americans, 
the world’s largest single group of energy con­ 
sumers. We may resent it, but it may actually be 
a blessing in disguise. 
For example, the overall miles-per-gallon 
perform ance of American vehicles has dropped 
steadily for two decades. It now takes 2,000 
calories to move one person one mile by auto. By- 
contrast, the figure for a bicycle is only 50 
calories. And while heavy industry has generally 
attem pted to keep efficiencies as high as 
possible, it has often been more economical to 
continue using 
lower efficiency 
machinery 
rather than undergo the higher cost of newer, 
more efficient equipment. 
In general, at least 50 per cent of the calories 
we use are lost due to inefficiencies of various 
kinds. Moreover, the prospects for alternate 
energy sources are indeed numerous, although 
for a decade at least we will have to change our 
energy-consuming habits. 
“We are fortunate,” submits Olsen, “ that 
because of a combination of political events, 
economic conditions and social and environ­ 
mental events, we have received an early- 
warning 
“There is an energy crisis, not one that is going 
to destroy us, but one which will give us pause to 
think and find solutions before a disastrous state 
does arrive."

Reluctantly, 
and with a keen aw areness of 
my own fallibility. I have to dis­ 
agree with its m ajor thesis. 
R usher 
is 
publisher 
of 
National Review magazine. He 
is also a 
law yer, 
w riter, 
d e b a te r, colum nist, and a 
serious student of American 
political history 
His conser­ 
vative credentials are im pec­ 
cable 
In R usher’s view, the hour 
has come for the formation of a 
new m ajor party that will unite 
economic 
conservatives 
and 
social 
co n serv ativ es 
in 
a 
coalition strong enough to com ­ 
pete on evem term s with the 
Dem ocratic party. He is not 
thinking of a “third party.” A 
lifelong Republican, he is fed up 
with the GOP He finds it “ es­ 
s e n tia lly 
m e a n in g le s s .” 
R usher's idea is to displace the 
Republican provisionally dubs 
the Independence party. 
He would do to the Repub­ 
licans in 1976 what the Repub­ 
licans did to the Whigs in 1852: 
Knock them out of existence. 
Rusher draws on the Whig 
experience to suggest certain 
conditions necessary to the re­ 
placement of an old party and 
the form ation of a successful 
new party. Somewhat over­ 
sim plified. these conditions 
demand a basic issue, a fresh 
implulse regarding that issue, 
and “a strikingly weak leader­ 
ship 
and 
o rg an izatio n al 
structure in the party to be re­ 
placed ” The political picture 
today, as he sees it, exhibits 
each of those requirem ents. 


TODAY'S BASIC issue has to 
do with the role of government 
in the social and economic life 
of our country . Conservatives 
tend to oppose an ever-ex­ 
panding federal involvement in 
welfare, health, education, con­ 
sum er affairs, and business re­ 
gulation. Liberals, by contrast, 
tend to support such extensions 
of federal power. The conflict, 
in Rusher’s analysis, pits “pro­ 
d u c e rs" ag a in st 
“ non-pro­ 
ducers.” He is convinced that a 
fresh co n serv ativ e im pulse, 
bluntly opposed to the liberal 
view, “ has been struggling for 
effective political expression in 
America for nearly 20 years. 
GOP leadership and organiza 
tion are today at an all-time 
low.” 
Rusher’s prem ises are sound 
enough. It is his conclusion that 
I 
question. 
The 
Republican 
party (and to a lesser extent, 
the D em ocratic party also) is 
indeed divided on the basic is­ 
sue. The Dem ocrats, for their 
part, stand for something; their 
liberal im age is clear, consis­ 
tent, and politically appealing. 
The Republicans, by contrast, 
stand for nothing. If the public 
opinion polls are correct, a 
larg e 
body 
of 
putatively 
“ c o n se rv a tiv e " 
opinion 
is 
waiting to be served. The GOP 
manifestly is not serving it. 
The Whig analogy is per­ 
suasive, but not convincing. 
The basic issue in 1850 was the 
extension of slavery; it was a 
much sharper, more explosive 
issue 
than 
the 
basic 
issue 
Rusher postulates today. The 
Whigs were themselves a young 
party, not long established, 
to d ay 's 
R epublican 
party, 
feeble as it is, has been around 
a long time. In 1850. the country 
consisted of 31 states and 23 


million people, fewer than 3 
million votes were cast in the 
Pierce-Scott election of 
’52. 
Today’s political structure is 
massive 
THE 
W EAKNESS 
in 
Rusher's argum ent, or so it 
seem s to me, is that a new- 
m ajor party, if it would suc­ 
ceed, dem ands m ore than 
ideas, issues and fortuitous cir­ 
cum stances. 
It 
dem ands 
human 
leadership. 
Rusher’s 
Independence 
party 
has no 
such leadership. He mentions 
Ronald Reagan, but Reagan 
modestly declines the honor. He 
also mentions George Wallace, 
but Wallace is no conservative. 
Wallace is a political Bobby 
Riggs, a hustler, a showman, a 
m a ste r of 
the trick shot. 
Without aggressive, respected, 
com m anding leadership, an 
Independence party would go 
nowhere. 
Other 
objections 
come 
to 
mind. Our national parties are 
structurally the sum of 50 state 
parties; it would take some 
ingenious political engineering 
to build a new structure from 
the top down. A new Indepen­ 
dence party would start broke; 
a respectable national cam ­ 
paign would require funds not 
easily obtained under new 
limitations on political contri­ 
butions. As Rusher himself re­ 
peatedly warns, a new major 
party would have to resist the 
zealotry of right-w ing ex ­ 
trem ists 
the party would 
have to com prom ise, and to 
m any of R u sh e r’s friends, 
"com prom ise” is a dirty word. 
I may be quite wrong, but 
secession now strikes me as un­ 
timely and unwise. If today’s 
conservatives had a Robert E. 
Lee, it might be a different 
m atter.

The next tim e some well- 
meaning soul tells me that, I 
am going to sniff him. head to 
toe 
"W hat’s this,” I will say, 
“hair lotion — from a spray 
can’’ Shaving cream — from a 
spray 
can ’’ 
Underarm 
deo­ 
dorant, antiseptic dressing, toe 
magic — from spray cans? 
“How dare you exacerbate 
my phlebitis with these concoc­ 
tions, all of which have been 
sprayed onto your body from a 
vessel that is releasing freons 
into the 
upper atm osphere, 
thereby 
stripping away 
the 
ozone layer that alone protects 
me and my progeny and the 
phytum and plankton on which 
we ultim ately feed from being 
grossly m u tilated and d e ­ 
stroyed?” 
I might go even further: 
“How dare you, neighbor, let 
your daughter sit for hours in 
front of a color television set, 
possibly absorbing X-rays that,

rise buildings, hot dogs, — you 
name it, it can kill or maim. 
Accepting some of these risks 
is the sam e as accepting the 
risk that one’s neighbor might 
become a psychopathological 
killer. We hope it won’t happen, 
but it’s a chance we take in 
allowing him to come into life at 
all 
We 
m ust 
accept 
his 
potential for evil as well as for 
good 
The way to mimimize these 
risks is not by private acts, ho­ 
w ever 
w ell-intentioned 
or 
heroic Individual action is a 
cosmetic, like rouge on a lady 
of ill repute Nobody is footed: 
Or, rather, only the naive are 
fooled They think that because 
they a re doing som ething, 
something is being done. This is 
rarely the case, unless the doer 
is a Gandhi and his stage is a 
pre-industrial village. 
In the global village only 
large, 
fo rcefu l, 
and 
im aginative actions amount to 
anything 
This is not an augum ent for 
more private apathy, but for 
more public concern 
I am not against pollution 
control, energy conservation, 
better health care, crim e pre 
vention or the sparing of 
crocodiles. 
I have done more than my 
share of drum -beating on be 
half of ecological sanity. 
I 
honestly believe that there is 
“only one ea rth ” and that the 
time is long since past for a 
casual attitude toward its re 
sources. But it my eltorts are

The election this spring was 
for 425 Assembly seats. There 
were 529 candidates. Five-hun­ 
dred-twenty-seven were 
pro­ 
posed by the party front or­ 
ganized 20 years ago by Ho Chi 
Minh. 
Only 
two 
candidates 
were not members of that front. 
Voting was restricted. Those 
under surveillance as being op­ 
ponents of the ruling party were 
not allowed to cast ballots. 
Neither were landlords who had 
not been reeducated or re­ 
classified. Convicted counter­ 
revolutionaries, meaning those 
who openly talked against the 
regime, likewise could not vote 
Though figures are not avail­ 
able, it is clear that these non­ 
voting groups add up to con­ 
siderable numbers as a result 
of the intricate family and 
neighborhood spy and informer 
system s operated by Hanoi 
THE COMMUNIST 
Hanoi 
press, for example, has re ­ 
ported that tens of thousands of 
youths have been mobilized, 
apparently in the capital city 
alone, to cooperate with the 
public security forces in patrols 
and guidance There have been 
reports from some towns that a 
majority of the 
people are 
voluntarily engaged in snoop­ 
ing to ferret out undesirables 
Betraying a younger brother 
brought public acclaim to one 
young man. 
One is left to wonder at the 
need for the fantastic voter re 
strictions in elections where 
99.6 per cent of the candidates 
are party-approved 
But 
Le 
Duan, who is thought to be Ho 
Chi Minh’s successor — though 
little 
is

Politburo — is not a man noted 
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for taking chances. 
Even within the party. Le 
Duan is cautious about allowing 
more than a minimum say in 
government, except by those at 
the very- top. 
The party congress is the 
overall ruling authority of the 
North Vietnamese Communist 
party. The Party rules call for a 
congress to be held periodically 
to set guidelines, review what 
the party is doing and to ratify 
existing leadership or provide 
new top men 
The objective 
stated in rules adopted in 1960 
was that there be a party con­ 
gress each four years. None has 
been held since — a m atter of 15 
vears. 
INFORMATION leaking out 
of North Vietnam suggests a 
Communist party purge is in 
the offing, with officials esti­ 
m ating 10 to 20 per cent of party 
m em bers are degraded ele­ 
ments, opportunists, cadre with 
im perialist ideas and 
petit- 
bourgeois thoughts. There is 
growing evidence corruption is 
growing apace am ong party 
m em bers 
Reports indicate that officials 
running economic enterprises

It would be best, as 
I have written before, if he were 
to renounce personal and future * 
ambition, but failing this he at 
least has the responsibility for 
minimizing the political m uscle 
of his great gift. 
Instead Jerry Ford, with the 
help of his friends, has stret­ 
ched political license to lengths 
that overstep propriety. 
No 
president in m emory has so 
raw ly used the coffins of 
American soldiers as a plat­ 
form for personal elevation. 
War victories have often pro­ 
pelled leaders to political vic­ 
tories, but brief aberrations 
such as Mayaguez seem not the 
stuff of Churchills. 
How much better it would 
have been had M ayaguez been 
handled for what it was, from 
the beginning: a nasty, risky, 
marginally necessary 
opera­ 
tion to which the national re­ 
sponse should be mourning for 
the dead. Instead we have been 
told it was a glorious mom ent to 
which we ought respond with 
our votes as gratitude. One sus­ 
picions our leaders, again, of 
being too clever by half. 


Paid Time 
G row s 


NEW YORK (AP) — Paid 
vacations are getting longer. 
This might seem to be a dis­ 
torted reflection of the present 
economic scene, with millions 
looking for work and not finding 
it and others unable to afford a 
vacation even if paid. But it is 
indisputable fact 
A survey of corporation vaca­ 
tion practices in 1964 showed 
only 2 per cent perm itted paid 
vacations of up to five weeks. A 
sim ilar survey about a decade 
later showed the percentage at 
28. And the six-week vacation 
had arrived. 
The Conference Board, w hich 
conducted both surveys of 
about 1,800 concerns, found that 
paid time off costs companies 
the equivalent of an average 8.2 
per cent erf payroll in 1973, up 
more than one per cent in six 
years 
Vacations and days off for 
personal affairs also may be 
getting more frequent. Time off 
for birthdays, and floating holi­ 
days, to be used when and as 
desired, are among the in­ 
novations. 
The notion of paid time off 
has come a long way from the 
early days of the Industrial 
Revolution, which was sup­ 
posed to have put machinery to 
work in behalf of mankind but 
which may have affected just 
the opposite 
Time off with pay apparently 
now is becoming one of tho.se 
inalienable worker rights. 
One of the biggest changes 
found by the board, which de­ 
scribes itself as a private, non­ 
profit educational and research 
organization, was the addition 
of two paid holidays in the past 
decade 


Most companies now recog­ 
nize six standard holidays and 
three more that vary with the 
employer. New Y ear’s Day, 
Memorial Day, Independence 
Day, Labor Day, Thanksgiving 
and Christm as are standard al­ 
most everywhere. 
No other single day w as spec­ 
ified by a majority in the study, 
but the most commonly nam ed 
were: 
Thanksgiving 
Friday, 
Good F rid ay , W ashington’s 
B irthday, 
V eteran s 
D ay, 
Columbus Day and a day before 
or after Christmas. 
While it is true that a growing 
num ber of com panies now 
grant five and six-week annual 
vacations with pay, the average 
company’s maximum still re­ 
mains close to four weeks. 
In most companies, the board 
found, that is the rew ard for a 
minimum of 20 years of serv­ 
ices. Typically. 
10 years of 
service usually earns a w orker 
three weeks of paid vacation 
time. 
Nonoffice 
w orkers 
a re 
treated less generously than 
office workers in the category 
of 
nonleisure 
paid 
tim e. 
Coverage of jury service and 
bereavem ent leave is alm ost 
universal for both categories is 
widespread, but then the dif­ 
ferences appear. 
Office workers generally are 
paid during tim e off because of 
trial witness service, military 
duty for sum m er encam pm ents 
and civil em ergencies, voting, 
and for medical and dentral ap­ 
pointments. 
About half the companies 
paid nonoffice w orkers for 
brief, tem porary m ilitary duty, 
hut almost any other rem aining 
tim e is at their own expense

SAN FRANCISCO <AP> - 
Had any sieam beer lately? 
If you have, you’re a con­ 
noisseur of an unique libation — 
or just plain curious. 
Steam beer is a legacy of the 
California Gold Rush, and it has 
held onto a tenuous existence in 
these modern times 
With its strong, nutty fla 
vored brew , steam beer is pe­ 
culiar to San Francisco and is 
held in affection by old and 
young 
When San 
Francisco was 
thronged with thirsty men in 
the 1850k, there was a great de­ 
mand for beer But it was diffi­ 
cult to produce because the la­ 
ger process required ferm enta­ 
tion and aging tem peratures 
near freezing 
There were no large quan­ 
tities of ice available, so steam 
beer, which could be fermented 
at Bay Area tem peratures of 60 
to 68 degrees, was developed 
Incidentally, steam has noth­ 
ing to do W’lth brewing the beer. 
It 
refers to the 
pressure 
building up in the barrels and 
tanks during the process of nat­ 
ural carbonization. 
At one time there were 27 
steam beer breweries in this 
city but wily one remains. It is 
Anchor Steam Beer Brewing 
Co., which is preserving a tra ­ 
dition and quenching an exotic 
thirst, 
Fritz Maytag, 36, a scion of 
the 
Iowa 
washing 
machine 
family, rescued the ancient 
brewery 
smallest 
in the 
I’luted States 
from closing a 
few years ago and has ex­ 
panded its production from 600 
barrels a year to 6.000 That 
contrasts with a major brewery 
like Coors, 
which 
produces 
about lo million barrels 
Anchor Steam beer, which 
used to 1m* sold only in a few San 
F ra n cisc o ta v ern s, now is 
distributed in other parts of 
California and in Arizona, Ne­ 
vada and Colorado. 
Wlmt makes s t e a m beer so 
different from the light b een 
which prevail In this country 
today*' 
“It’s simply beerier,” May­ 
tag said in an interview at the 
brewery, situated m a factory 
area south of Market Street 
It s more like an English ale. 
We use more hope tlian Ameri­ 
can beers and must European 
beers. We use nothinR but bar­ 


ley malt. It’s kind of like home­ 
made bread com pared with 
bakery bread.” 
Most of Anchor’s beer is sold 
in bottles. It costs about 50 
cents a bottle, com pared with 
60 cents for imported beers and 
30 cents for prem ium domestic 
beers.

$500,000 in 1974, M aytag says.

Long Isolation Period 
Indicated for Cambodia

BANuKOK 
Thailand (AP) 
A curtain ol silence has 
closed around Cambodia since 
the Khmer Rouge took Phnom 
Penh April 17. The few reports 
that have em erged indicate a 
long period of isolation lies 
ahead tor the country as the 
new leaders organize and try to 
torge a revolutionary society. 
Exactly who is in charge in 
Phnom Penh is still a mvsterv. 
Western analysts before the fall 
could never say 
positively 
which ot three major factions 
and a number of regional and 
ideological offshoots that made 
up the Communist-led Khmer 
Rouge would prove dominant. 
Reports since then have done 
little to clarify the situation. 
Deputy Premier Khieu Sam- 
phan. a Paris-educated econo­ 
mist. was widely believed to 
have been the strongman of the 
revolution. A few radio broad­ 
casts recently have mentioned 
his name together with his oth­ 
er titles of defense minister and 
armed forces chief 
Rut 
unconfirm ed 
reports 
from some refugees have said 
that Samphan has been under 


house arrest and has become 
another figurehead such as a g ­ 
ing Premier Penn Nouth and 
titular chief of state Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk, now in Pe- 
king. 
Sihanouk, whose ouster from 
power by his own rubber-stamp 
legisla tu re five y ea rs ago 
touched off the Cambodian civil 
war. has remained in his exile 
home true to his promises that 
he planned to spend little time 
in his native land. 
The lew items of news and 
com m en tary 
broadcast 
by 
Phnom Penh radio are usually 
anonymous but sometimes are

Minister Hou Nim. 
The new Cambodian foreign 
policy is described as one of 
strict neutrality and nonalign­ 
ment. respecting all other polit­ 
ical systems.

Judging from Phnom Penh 
broadcasts, the new regim e’s 
philosophy is one of bootstrap 
self-reliance and a puritanical 
rejection of W estern ways. 
W estern dress, music and lit­ 
erature are denounced as cor­ 
rupt and immoral and part of 
the plan of the previous Am eri­ 
can-supported regim e to en­ 
slave Cambodia. 
Broadcasts 
have extolled the virtues of 
short hair and plain dress and 
harped on them es of purifica­ 
tion and cleanliness both in 
physical m atters like cleaning 
debris from city streets and 
spiritual ones like expunging 
American manners and mores. 
According to Phnom Penh ra­ 
dio. soldiers and ordinary citi­ 
zens are working day and night 
to repair roads, bridges, rail 
lines and public facilities de­ 
stroyed or dam aged in the five- 
year war. 
However, the relative scarc­ 
ity of news dispatches and the

IO Bycroft Students Graduate 


C ity 
Council 
W ednesday 
au th o rized 
Salem 
S ervice 
Director W arren C. Browne to 
advertise for bids and enter into 
a contract for the Buttermilk 
Run storm sewer. Two cost 
estim ates on the first phase of 
the job also were accepted 
The action was taken even 
though the city has had diffi­ 
culty obtaining easem ents in 
the first phase area. At least 
th ree property ow ners re ­ 
portedly have refused to grant 
the easem ents onto their prop­ 
erty. 
Council accepted a cost esti­ 
m ate of $299,438 for the first 
phase of the work as originally 
planned and accepted the esti­ 
m ate of $347,294 for a longer 
first phase, covering an addi­ 
tional 300 feet No decision was 
m ade on which plan to proceed 
with. 
The cost of the work will be 
derived from funds obtained in 
the sale of the city street 
lighting system to the Ohio Edi­ 
son Co. and additional money 
from the income tax fund. 
Also adopted Wednesday was 
an ordinance authorizing the 
advertising for bids on the Elm 
St. storm sewer improvement. 
A cost estim ate of $19,400 for 
the job was accepted. 
Finance Committee Chair­ 
m an Jack Ranee said money 
for the work was appropriated 
in 1974. 
In an evening that featured 
the unanimous passage of nine 
other ordinances. Council ap ­ 
proved measures to: cooperate 
with the state in the proposed 
widening of E. State St. in the 
Salem Plaza area; authorize 
the service director to adver­ 
tise for bids for various m ate­ 
rials to be used by the city in 
1976: appropriate $25,000 from 
income tax capital improve­ 
ments to pay on the N. Ells­ 
worth Ave. sanitary sewer first 
note; authorize the city auditor 
to borrow up to $15,000 for the 
street maintenance and repair 
fund; transfer $1,800 within the 
revenue sharing fund, appro­ 
priate $35,000 from 
revenue 
sharing to capital outlay, and 
a p p ro p ria te $68,363.68 from 
revenue sharing; and authorize 
the safety director to enter into 
a contract to purchase a used 
State Highway Patrol car for 
replacem ent of the present un­ 
m arked police car. 


The E. State St. ordinance 
was passed as a form ality by 
Council, which hopes to receive 
Federal 
Aid 
Urban 
System 
funds through the state to fi­ 
nance the $338,000 project. The 
improvement will begin 0.07 
mile west of Roosevelt Ave. and 
extend to the eastern corpora­ 
tion limit. 
Director Browne was author­ 
ized to advertise for bids for the 
p u rch ase of 
gasoline, 
oil, 
greases, coal, light bulbs, poles, 
wire, cross arm s, asphalt m a­ 
terials. and other m aterials. 
The $25,000 appropriated will 
be used for the first phase on 
the N. Ellsworth Ave. sewer 
note. Councilman Jack Ranee 
noted that the work is not com­ 
plete there That ordinance also 
provides for the transfer of $597 
within the health departm ent 
for tem porary vacation help. 
The City auditor was author­ 
ized to borrow the $15,000 for 
street m aintenance and repair 
because the state has been 
“slow” in getting money here 
from gasoline and auto iicense 
tax funds, Ranee said. He said 
he wanted to be certain street 
money was available through 
the sum m er. 
The transfer of $1,800 was 
made because of the reduced 
expense of the new City Hall 
radio antenna and was turned 
over to the capital outlay for 
street repairing 
The $35,000 was appropriated 
from revenue sharing funds for 
installation of the dual traffic 
controls, which Ranee noted 
must be installed at even. in­ 
tersection with a traffic light by 
1976. The $68,363 was appro­ 
priated from revenue sharing 
money for the secondary street 
program.

Regulating Blood Centers 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
The Ohio Senate has approved 
and sent to the governor a bill 
establishing state regulation of 
a new type of blood plasm a 
center to guard against in­ 
fectious disease. 
The centers, which now exist 
in Ohio's largest cities, used a 
new process known as “ plas­ 
m a p h e re sis” 
to 
se p a ra te 
plasm a from red blood cells 
which are returned to the do­ 
nor. 
Reports of dirty instrum ents 
and generally sloppy proce­ 
dures prompted the bill’s in­ 
troduction. Several cases of in­ 
fectious hepatitis were blamed 
on plasm a centers in he Akron 
area. 
Under the bill, sponsored in 
the Senate by Sen. Anthony O. 
Calabrese, D-22 Cleveland, the 
state would certify plasm aphe­ 
resis centers. They would be 
required to report to health of­ 
ficials monthly on their oper­ 
ations as well as undergo peri­ 
odic inspections. 
In other business Wednesday, 
the House approved 88-7 a m a­ 
jor bill re vising and putting all 
together into the sam e code 
section Ohio’s existing patch­ 
work of drug abuse laws. A 
m ajor thrust provides m an­ 
dated prison term s, not subject 
to probation or parole, 
for 
pushers and other serious 
viola tors. 
The House Insurance, Utili­ 
ties, and Financial Institutions 
Com mittee 
heard 
opposition 
testimony and completed hear­ 
ings on a bill assuring m alprac­ 
tice insurance coverage for 
Ohio physicians and hospitals. 
Opposition cam e mostly from 
trial lawyers seeking to delete 
contingency fee schedules for 
lawyers in m alpractice suits. 
Chairm an William E. Mining. 
D-96New Philadelphia, said he 
plans 
to entertain 
proposed 
am endm ents and call for a 
com m ittee vote today. State in­ 
surance officials and medical 
profession spokesmen contend 
the bill is needed promptly to 
avert a health care crisis in the 
state.

Ohio, on a 
part-time basis. He had more 
business than he could handle 
when he slowed down three 
years ago. He tinds it sad he 
can’t keep his store as full as it 
used to be. 
“There are a lot of things you 
can't get any more,"said Gil­ 
more, whose grandfather, R. 
B.Gilmore Sr.. 
founded 
the 
store in 1888. “A lot of com­ 
panies that 1 used to deal with 
have gone out of business. Still, 
some people come from quite a 
distance to buy things that are 
scarce. 
“Ever hear of a corn job­ 
ber?" Bezold asked. “We still 
get calls forthem, but you can’t 
get them no more, because they 
don’t make them. Anything 
folks around here want 1 11 try 
to get." 
Back in 1927. Schoettelkotte’s 
store was the only place that 


the people in Lawrenceville 
shopped. The owner still hasn’t 
changed his style: The barrel of 
salted flat lake herring by the 
tront door, the sack of peanuts 
by the register. 
The autom obile, however, 
has 
taken 
some 
of 
his 
customers away and into the 
clutches of what Schoettelkotte 
calls “the superdoopers." 
“ My 
older 
custom ers 
wouldn’t think of going any­ 
where else, but some of my 
younger ones will get in their 
car and go 15 miles to the near­ 
est chain store thinking they'll 
get a bargain," said Bezold, 
w ho admits he's cutting back on 
his stock of clothes. 
Food, however, remains a 
bargain. Once a can gets 
stamped at Schoettelkotte’s. it 
stays at that price. Some of 
those cans have been up there a 
long time. 


Cars have done the general 
store one big favor. Many citv 
folk have become acquainted 
wun an institution they’d only 
seen on television. The results 
have made store owners more 
determined to keep their busi­ 
nesses going. 
“When the kids come in, I buy 
their old bottles and sell them 
candy," 
said 
Schoettelkotte. 
“When they grow up, if they 
remember me, they'll come 
hack as customers.” 
At 71, Schoetetelkotte might 
be considered an optimist. At 
75, Gilmore has lorseen a 
gloomier end for his store 
“ wnen the time comes, I’m 
going to give this store to my 
son to do with what he wants,” 
said Gilmore. “It’ll be just like 
when my grandfather gave it to 
my father and he gave it to me. 
“I think my son intends to 
turn it into a museum.”

John Ryan is in his 45th year 
operating golf courses and at 
73. he’s still going strong 
He presently owns a pic­ 
turesque nine-hole, par 35. 
2.825-yard course at 
New 
Garden, which he and a couple 
of his friends built The facility 
was opened in 1966 
He began his career as owner 
of a golfing establishment in 
1930 when he and his wife 
Dorothy built a 
"miniature 
course” just for amusement at 
the site of what is now Valley 
Course at Columbiana 
Friends 
watching 
daily 
progress would stop and ask 
him w hen he was going to open 
it for public play and the 
response w as so good that Ryan 
decided he w ould 
It was during the depression 
and miniature golf was the 
craze. Ryan circulated hand 
bills downtown Columbiana 
that he would open. 
"On that date in the spring of 
1930, it was Sunday and we 
usually slept in late, but by 6:30 
a.m. at least a dozen cars had 
arrived to play the course and 
they started honking their 
horns.” 
"The people called out for me 
to get up that they had come to 
play. 1 got.up out of bed and 
dressed quickly and by the time 
the course opened there w ere 20 
persons waiting in line.” 
"Because of the miniature 
golf craze, we were only able to 
purchase three putters from 
area business dealers.” Per­ 
sons w ho played the course that 
summer went out in foresomes 
sharing one jKitter between 
them.* 
“ That first day. I charged 
each person 10 cents and people 
kept 
coming until 
evening 
When it became too dark to 
play they began asking me to 
turn on the lights.” 
"There weren't any so those 
golfers still wanting to try the 
course surrounded it with their 
automobiles and turned on their 
lights so they could play and w e 
stayed open until midnight.” 
The first day. Ryan took in 
$20.. which meant that 200 
persons played the course. 
The next day, Ryan acquired 
some stakes of lumber i two-by- 
fours » and stuck them in the 
ground around the course. He 
attached gasoline lanterns with 
tin reflectors behind them to 
light it upat night for the rest of 
the season He made $350 that 
year 
"Just as quickly as it came, 
the miniature golf craze ended. 
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JOHN RYAN 


said Ryan, so we started 
building Valley completing two 
holes tor 1931 and we kept 
adding on until it was a nine- 
hole course in 1935. 
In 1931. golfers paid 10 cents 
to compete on the tw o holes and 
in 19:15 it cost 25 cents to play 
nine. 
The original club house at 
Valley, a 
log cabin 
type 
building, was built by Ryan 
from used cedar 
telephone 
poles, 
obtained 
from 
the 
Harmony Electric Company of 
Salem. It has been torn down 
since and replaced by the 
present club house 
Alter operating Valley for 
many years. Ryan decided to 
sell it and retire to his home at 
Ft. Lauderdale. Fla., where he 
had spent the winter months for 
18 years. 
He was in ill health following 
seven major operations and he 
sold the course to its present 
owner. Art Rohrer. in 1960 
Alter 
two 
years 
in 
retirement. 
Ryan's 
health 
improved so much that he 
wanted to get back in golf 
One day I said to my wife. 
"Let’s go back toOhioand build 
another course. She agreed. We 
came back and through Bob 
Stamp, realtor, we purchased 
the old Kibler farm at New 
Garden in the fall of 1964." 
Rvan was now 62. his friends 


Ray McCormick and Forrest 
Kidd of Westville Lake helped 
him build the house where he 
and his wife now live. 
"1 began constructing the 
new course in 1965 and it was 
ready for play in July of 1966. 
It's in operation daily from sun 
up to dark from early spring 
until Nov. 1 each year.” 
He consider the biggest 
golfing change over the years to 
be golf carts. "I never thought I 
would see the day that we would 
have them ” 
"Just before World War II. 
pull carts were first brought out 
and our area golfers thought 
they were “ sissyfied.” 
“ I originally bought tour of 
them at $16. apiece and none of 
the golfers would use them.” 
During the war there was a 
shortage of them and Ryan was 
able to sell them hack to the 
firm he purchased them from 
for $22. 
"After 
the 
war 
golfing 
became very popular and 
everybody began to use the pull 
carts.” said Ryan. 
Recalling the 1936s, Ryan 
says "everybody thought golf 
and tennis were games for 
people with plenty of money. 
Very few women played golf at 
that time--it was considered a 
man’s game.”
